¥HE Junior College represents a distinct de- 
parture from the older scheme of general edu- 
cation, wherein the student must complete four 
years of High School and four years of College 
before graduating. 

• That this order of education is not flexible 
enough is attested by the fact that not more than 
twenty-five per cent of the students enrolled in 
the Freshman Class remain through the four col- 
lege years. About seventy-five per cent leave 
school for various reasons, with no diploma or 
other recognition of work completed. 

• The Junior College overcomes this defi- 
ciency by offering the last two years of High 
School and the first two years of College, with 
graduating honors, which will prove of inestima- 
ble value in later life. 

• In many lines of endeavor, two years of Col- 
lege is sufficient, therefore it is far better to grad- 
uate from a Junior College than to leave a Senior 
College before completing the prescribed course. 



• The Junior College also offers the utmost 
in the teaching quality in that all instructors must 
have M.A. degrees, while Senior Colleges employ 
assistant professors under fellowships or scholar- 
ships, whose work is generally confined to the 
two lower classes. 

• Again, the Junior College is usually small. 
Louisburg, for instance, is limited to three hun- 
dred. This permits ample opportunity for all 
students to become well acquainted, not only with 
each other but with the Faculty as well. 

• This teaching quality of the Junior College 
is reflected in the academic records of those who 
graduate and finish College work in a larger Col- 
lege or University.
